05/01/2006. The applicant choose Group I as the elected single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
final held to be allowable. 

Applicant elect with traverse to prosecute the invention of original claims 1-4, 2 
and 26 for examination since those elected claims read on the above elected 
embodiment. 

Applicant respectfully traverses that the species I to VII as illustrated in Figs. 3a 
to 3G illustrate alternatives of the quick accessing fastener all functioning for securely 
retaining the magazine within the magazine slot to support the main feature of the 
instant invention that the magazine slots provided in the magazine holder, wherein the 
magazine slots are concealed between the inner panel and the outer panel while a 
plurality of slot dividers are transversely and spacedly affixed between the inner and 
outer panels. The alternates as illustrated in Figs. 3A to 3G are simply the alternative 
modes of one of the elements of the invention, i.e. the accessing fastener, but not the 
alterative modes of the present invention. They are all belongs to the same invention as 
pending in this application.
